The Condition of the Crops. 


WASHIN'OTOIT Cm", Juns 11.—Tho crop 


report just issued by tho ijpficultural do- 
portmont says: Th» condition ot winter 
wheat is reported lower than over before in 
Juno. Tho general percentage has declined 
from .70 in Hay to 03. Tho averages in 
principal states aro: New York, 01; Penn- 
sylvania, OT; Ohio, SO; Michigan, 0-1; In- 
diana, '03; Illinois, 40; Missouri, 53; Kansas, 
50; California, 58. In somo states thoro has 
boon a greater loss of aroa. than was antici- 
pated in previous reports. 
Tho average 


yield will ovidently bo less than ton bushels 
per acre. Tho probable product ot winter 
wheat states, according to these returns, is 
reduced to about 207,000,000 bushels. But 
none of tho territories arc included in tho 
winter wheat area. 


Tho report of spring wheat ia more favor- 


able. Tho disposition last autumn to reduco 
Its breadth, on account .of tho low price, was 
chocked by tho loss of tho winter wheat 
area, and later by tho British-Russian war 
rumoiv. Substantially the same aroa has 
boon seeded as last year—about ll.OOO.CKW 
acros—in northern Now England, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, and all the 
territories. Tho porcontago ol last year's 
area fa 05 in Wisconsin, 1)0 in Minnesota, 
102 in Iowa, 9S in Nebraska, and 103 in Da- 
kota. Tho condition ot spring wheat is 97, 
and indicates a crop of about 15»,000,OOJ 
busuols. Tho average for Wisconsin is S3, 
Minnesota W, Iowa 100, Nebraska 103, Da- 
kota 101. 
Tho prosont report therefore in- 


dicates a wlioat crop of SOO.000,000 busho!*, 
23,000,000 smaller than that of 1SS1. 


Tho report shows an increase in the cotton 


aroa of 5 to 0 per cent The total area ex> 
ceeds 15,000,000 acres. Tho plant is healthy; 
growth nearly average, the stand good. Tho 
gonoral avorago is 02, which is higher than 
in the three procoding years in Juno. Thoro 
is an unusual uniformity in condition, only 
Tennessee showing loss than 03. 


Tho general condition of rye in 83. Tho 


area of barloy is nearly tho same as in 1384, 
and tho average of condition is 89. Tho 
acreage of oats has incroasod 4 per cent, and 
tho average of condition is 91 Corn will be 
reported in July, but voluntary returns in- 
dicate an increase of area.

Thirty-two state's and territories, sending 
402 delegates woro represented'in tho con- 
vention. At Wednesday's mooting the fol- 
lowing officers Cor the ensuing year woro 
selected: President, W. H. Neil, Ohio; vice 
presidents, D. O. Boll, Minnesota; Col W. 
T. Boasloy, -North Carolina; J. H. Estell, 
Georgia. Socrotarius, H.''H. Hart, Min- 
nesota; Professor A. O. Wright, Wisconsin; 
O. C. HcCulloch, Indiana.

to reading tho report of the committee on 
charity organization, and various papers on

A committee was appointed to confer with 
tho national bureau of education with tho 
viow of securing its aid in collecting theao 
statistics. The reports stato that thoro is 
noarly 48,000,000 invested in juvenile re- 
formatories, and that there aro 11,000 in- 
matos supported by them, at an annual cost 
of 51,500,000. It was recommended; that 
some form of employment bo glvon tho 
inmates ot tho juvonilo reformatories in 
order to make thorn partially self-support- 
ing. 


Custom House Keapprftlsomonts. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 11.—Tho secre- 


tary o£ tho treasury has written a Jotter to 
General Appraiser A. J. Porry, at New 
fork, calling his attention to tho depart- 
ment instructions and regulations governing 
roapproisemonta of merchandise. Tho sec- 
retary holds that reappraisemonts should ba 
made in tho samo manner as in original ap- 
pralsomonts, and that the present methods 
of trials and hearing aro unauthorized and 
wrong. Tho appraisers are supposed to 
have sufilolont knowlodgo and experience to 
decide fairly without tho testimony of inter- 
ested witnesses.

Mr. William Sohenok, the deceased, 


was born in Montgomery county, New 
York, Oct. 24,1810. And so his age at 
death was more than seventy-five and one 
half years. In 1812 he moved with his 
family to Wisconsin settling lirst in tho 
village of Shopiere, where after remain- 
ing two years, ho permanently settled in 
La Prairie, where at his pleoaant country 
residence he has over had his homo. 


As a farmer, a financier, Mr. Schenck 


was thrifty; as a neighbor, kind and ac- 
commodating; as a friend, true; as a citi- 
zen, he was public spirited. Every call 
of charity having the genuine ring to it, 
found 
in him a response. 
In Mr. 


Sobenck's heart there was no room for 
littleness or meanness. His impulses 
were generous. For many years he had 
watched with growing interest the groat 
questions of the times. For a quarter o" 
n century it had been hia invariable habit 
to daily read what was taking placo in 
tho wide world. And eo few, if any, in 
the community -were more generally in- 
formed. 


Though never making any public pro- 


fession, he was a believer in God and in 
immortality. Eo held theoretically to 
wbat is denominated a liberal .theology. 
It was his custom to contribute to tho 
support of the church, and doubtless in 
his innermost soul he believed in tho 
necessity of tho existence and mainte- 
nance ol tho institutions of tho gospel. 


Like Shafcespear'a Brutus, so Mr. 


Schenck proCeeaed to be "a plain blunt 
man." And, like 
Brutus, 
he also 


loved his friends. 
He loved 
his 


ffillow men. fle loved his country; he 
loved liberty; beloved justice; he loved 
whatever be believed was worttty of 
love. Whatever might be his faults, his 
family, his Neighbors, and indeed all 
who wore acquainted with him, knew 
that he had sterling virtues; that he 
abounded in manly qualities. He was 
characterized by definite, positive, con- 
BCiencions, and an unswerving will. He 
was a true friend to the poor and tho un- 
fortunate; and when country, when the 
causo of liberty or any great principle 
was at stake, no man was more willing 
than ho to make any needful sacntice. 
And so ho died, beloved ot his family 
and kin, and mourned for by his neigh- 
bors and by the 
entire community. 


\N 
7lmt epe-'ial religious experiences the 


deceased may have had at different 
periods of his life, or during his last 
days, I know not,—probably no tone 
kuows; for who can tell whut, at such 
times, transpires m the secret soul, and 
before God. But be remarked to bis at- 
tending physician, that he was not afraid 
to die. And so these mourning friends 
ure not afraid to leave him in tho hands 
of Go'J,in whoso great mercy and un- 
speakable love, and not m any worthi- 
ness o£ our own, rest all our hopes. 


May God be very gracious to this be- 


reaved family, and to this large circle ot 
mourners. Indeed, friends, may God bo 
gracious to us nil, helping us so to live 
ai to make the moat oC the present for 
ourselves and for others, and so making 
mire the chrietian's heaven as our ever- 
lasting home.
